Ziegler said that in order that he 
not give any inadvertent hint of who 


the nominees would be, he was not 
told himself who they were prior to 
telling reporters of the impending 
statement. 
An 
Arkansas 
lawyer 
and 
a 
California woman judge have been 
most 
frequently 
mentioned 
as 
possible appointees. 
Some 
Democratic 
senators as 
well as others, including a group of 
Harvard law faculty m em bers, have 
criticized prospective nominees who 
have 
been 
mentioned 
in 
public 
speculation. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott said after the 
White 
House 
mid-day 
announcement:

Ziegler declined to provide any 
hints on the identity of the choices 
and. in fact, he told reporters, he did 
not know who they were at the time 
he made the announcement of the 
presidential statem ent tonight.

Weather satellite 
fails to orbit 


VANDENBERG AFB < U P I »— A weather satellite which cost the 
United States $10 million was launched from this Southern California 
coastal air base today, but t ailed to go into orbit. 
The third in a .series of Improved TIROS Operational Satellites 
iITOS-B», 
which would have been named NOAA 2, achieved 
preliminary orbit but its small control jets tailed to maintain stability 
while coasting in preparation to restart its upper stage engine. 
When the engine ret ired, it apparently drove the satellite back into 
the earth s atm osphere, officials ot the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said. 
The satellite, which carried four television cam eras to take cloud 
cover pictures in daytim e and two infrared radiation sensors to take 
photographs at night, was launched aboard a Delta rocket at 4:32 a.m. 
PDT. 


The last Delta, launched from Kennedy Space Center Sept. 29. also 
encountered second stage control difficulties, and as a result placed 
its orbiting solar observatory in lower than, planned orbit. 
That mission was salvaged, however, and the OSO is now operating 
normally despite an erratic orbit. NASA said the two problems 
apparently were unrelated. 


The second-generation operational spacecraft, like its predecessors 
TIROS-M and ITOS-A, would have m ore than doubled the daily 
weather coverage possible from the Environm ental Survey Satellites, 
at less cost. 
The spacecraft re-entered about 90 minutes after lift-off in the 
Devon Island area - part of the Elizabethan group above the Arctic 
circle northeast of Alaska, officials said.

•All you have in welfare reform is the 
taxpayers vs. the poor." shrugged one 
veteran Republican. Tax reform, he added, 
pits the taxpayers against each other. 
With the legislature s killing Wednesday 
of two major property tax relief bills-one 
sponsored by Democrats and the other by 
Republicans- welfare reform remained 
the 1971 session s major accomplishment 
It appeared certain the legislature again 
would tail to provide the property tax relief 
both political parties have been promising 
voters since 1964 
"For the last seven years you ve been 
going to the people of this state telling 
them how you re going to Sacramento and 
do something about property tax relief. 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti. D-\ an 
Nuys. admonished his colleagues during 


lloor debate. 
"Well, you lied. You know who you are 
protecting. You re protecting the people 
who gave vou the big campaign contribu­ 
tions 
the banks, the corporations, the oil 
companies 
and 
the 
tremendously 
wealthy. 
Moretti s angriest words were reserved 
tor the man he hopes someday to succeed 
There is only one man killing tax relief 
in this legislature today and that man is 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
the Democrat 
charged.

Diego, later told a newsman the most we 
now could pass would be enough to cover

Wednesday, said. "It California does not 
understand that black people are through 
with discrimination, it doesn t know our 
people. 
"The state must be compelled to take 
affirmative action. 
Colley told a news 
conference. 
The NAACP suit declared that California 
has a dutv to adopt and enforce plans to 
eliminate racial discrimination, a duty 
which the lawsuit said Reagan and the 
state denied 
Prisoner out again, back

At first blush. Jean Jacoby will tell you 
she has no organized thoughts on recycling 
as it refers to the ecology movement. Like 
a growing num ber of private citizens, 
however, she's been living rather than 
talking the credo of conservation. 
"I believe in recycling," she said this 
week, i 'm com m itted to the idea and I 
guess th at's why the Mayor appointed me 
to the recycling com m ittee 
Mrs. Jacoby and m em bers of her family 
including her husband. Richard, form er 
city councilman, have been taking their 
aluminum cans and newspapers to the 
ecology center on North H Street. 
"One of the things that's im portant to 
rem em ber in term s of recycling and 
ecology," she said, 
is the idea of using 
fewer products and to be m ore selective in 
the products we use. 


She has not grouped all her thoughts on 
the question, but thinks initially the city 
might explore legislation outlawing no- 
return bottles She is also concerned that 
junk 
mail 
still 
has 
an 
economic- 
advantage over first class mail 
I heard 
that a citizen sent a big pile of that type ol 
mail to his congressm an and asked him 
why the postage rates were not raised, but 
that s a national problem. " 
There are limits on what the city can do 
in term s ot recycling, but the private 
sector has m ore latitude in her view . 
"We have rum m age sales, the Thrift 
Shop on North H Street, and we send 
clothes and supplies to poor cities in 
Mexico.' 
she said. 
During the war we 
saved newspapers, string and m etal, but it 
boils down to just being less wasteful. 
Mrs. Jacoby is also concerned about the 
built-in obsolesenee she savs plagues many 
common products. 
While she waits for the call to the first 
com m ittee meeting, she'll be collecting 
her thoughts.

NEW YO RK-(NEA)-The 
prevailing thought on fash­ 
ion and beauty pushed by 
women’s magazines for so 
long, has been: A woman 
must conform to the styles 
of the moment to be beauti­ 
ful, or at least, to be “ with 
it.’’ Women not suited for 
HotPants longed for them 
wistfully. Young girls with 
curly hair pulled, tugged and 
ironed their tresses to get 
them straight, only to find 
that their now straight hair 
was out; curls and waves 
were in. Skirt lengths have 
been jerked up and down so 
many t i m e s that men’s 
heads are spinning. 


A woman could spend a 
lot of time, a lot of effort and 
a lot of money to be “ in 
fashion,’’ only to discover 
that the look of the moment 
was wearing her. She did 
not belong with her new 
clothes or her new hairdo. 
If she did not give up on her 
beautification program after 
this frustrating attempt, she 
waited hopefully for the next 
style, which may have been 
equally unsuitable for her. 
There is, however, another 
approach 
to 
fashion 
and 


beauty. It starts with the in­ 
dividual woman, herself — 
the place, perhaps, where it 
always should have started. 
A 
woman’s 
clothing 
and 
grooming p r e s e n t to the 
world an image of the kind 
of i^rson she is. In order to 
project her true identity, she 
must know who she is. Then 
she needs to honestly evalu­ 
ate her face, her figure and 
her lifestyle before deciding 
on her “ look.” When she has 
decided on the best look for 
her, she goes after it. 


Beauty and fashion do not 
exist apart from a woman’s 
life: They should be inte­ 
grated into it. If Sally is an 
executive secretary, black, 
slinky dresses will do only 
after five. If S u s i e is a 
schoolteacher, 
H o t P a n t s 
won’t do, but skirts, sweat­ 
ers and basic dresses will. 


This new approach to fash­ 
ion and beauty lets a woman 
wear w h a t she likes, not 
what someone else has told 
her she must like. 


Donna Lawson and Jean 
Conlon, two writers in the 
beauty and fashion f i e l d , 
have w r i t t e n a book, 
“ Beauty Is No Big Deal,’’ 
which they proudly label 
“ the commonsense beauty 
book.’’ It is a book for wom­ 
en who have self-knowledge, 
self-c o n f i d e n c e and, of 
course, commonsense — or 


women who want to acquire 
them. It is also for busy, 
active women who want to 
spend the minimum of time 
in order to look their best. 


It is a how-to book, start­ 
ing with how to make a self­ 
appraisal. The authors sug­ 
gest either standing in front 
of a mirror to see oneself at 
all angles, or getting a pho­ 
tographer to snap photos 
from all angles; Is one’s pos­ 
ture good? Is one’s hairstyle 
too flat? How are the legs? 
What is the best feature? 
What is the worst? Sugar- 
coating the appraisal defeats 
its purpose. The purpose is 
to see what one has to work 
with and what needs to be 
worked on. 


Both women concur: “ The 
most precious thing about an 
individual is her individual­ 
ity.’’ Further, what makes a 
woman beautiful is her in­ 
side as well as her outside. 


They give tips on how to 
work to one’s “ e n e r g y 
peaks’’ on the job: Some 
people are morning people; 
some are evening people. 
Decide which one you are, 
and use your “ peak energy’’ 
periods for your important, 
creative work. 
A woman should pamper 
herself to be beautiful: Take 
an extra bubblebath — not 
because you need one, but 
because you want one for 
your own pleasure. Try using 


lemon on your face or your 
hair instead of in your tea. 
There are exercises for 
people who hate to exercise 
(both women do). These ex­ 
ercises can be done while 
working or w h i l e sitting 
down. 


Donna and Jean point out 
that environment has a lot 
to do with how a woman 
feels and, therefore, with 
how sh e looks. A woman 
having an off-day rarely 
looks beautiful. They suggest 
decorating home and office 
to one’s own needs—whether 
it means orange walls and 
wild daisies strewn about or 
pale pastels subtly blended. 
Fashions an d cosmetics 


should serve women, not 
lule them. All women need 
to do is make their own rules 
for the beauty and fashion 
game.

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Alioto confident of election despite many lawsuit problems 


SAN FRANCISCO *LPD— How would you like to be a 
politician running tor reelection with these problems? 
—During your campaign, you are detending a $2.3 million 
suit accusing you ot detrauding 13 public agencies. 
— A federal grand jury indictment for bribery and 
conspiracy hangs over your head, with the trial scheduled 
to start in January. 
Your libel suit against a magazine which claimed you 
had tics with the Mafia ended in a hung jury without 
vindicating you 
Mayor Joseph L. Alioto ot San Francisco is the man with 
the problems. 
But he s confident he will be elected Nov. 2 to a second 
tour-year term as mayor of the nation s 13th largest city. 
Political experts and pollsters agree. 


Now the mayor—an ebullient, quick-talking 55-vear- 
old 
is in a tight with Dianne Feinstein. a tellow Democrat 
and pesident of the city board of supervisors, and Harold 
Dobbs, a Republican restaurateur who has timshed second 
in the last two mayor s races. 
The balding, broad-shouldered Alioto, the son of a 
fisherman who immigrated to San Francisco from Sicily 
prior to the mayor's birth on Feb 12. 1916, has the solid 
support ot both downtown business leaders and the city's 
powerful labor unions. 
The mayor, leaning back in a sw ivel chair at his big City 
Hall office, said in an interview that his personal legal 
problems were "the only real issue " in the campaign. 
None ol his opponents has brought up publicly the 
mayor's idictment in Seattle, his current civil trial in 
Vancouver, Wash , or the Look Magazine allegations. 
i t s a covert issue, 
said Alioto. 
But it s obviously 
there There are no real issues in this campaign—6r at least 
no issues in terms of bad management at City Hall. 
He said it was "a legitimate inference ' that Mrs. 
Femstem and Dobbs would not have filed on the last 
possible day it it weren t for the charges against him. 
Alioto has fought them by flatly denying any wrong-doing, 
by accusing the national administration of plotting to 
destroy him politically, and by urging voters to judge the 
personality, background and character'' of all the candi­ 
dates. 
The voter has to determine it the indictment is an 
attempt to win a dirty fight in Seattle when they can t win a 
clean one in San Francisco. 
Alioto said. "He must ask if 
it sa political knifing.”

Workers probably 
will strike again 


W ASHINGTON i U P I» — Chances are. com e Christmas 
week, dock workers w ill go on strike again on the West 
Coast Such is the record ot the Taft-Hartley Law when 
used by the government to try to settle dock strikes. 
When President Nixon recently invoked the law to force 
West Coast longshoremen back to work after some 100 
days, it marked the ninth time it had been used in a dock 
strike— more than in any other industry. 
It has done little good. 
The argument can be made —and has been made —that 
using the law harms more than helps in trying to end 
longshore contract disputes. The key provision is an 80-dav 
cooling off period, which in the current case would end just 
before Christmas. 
The board of inquiry that Nixon himself named to look 
into the West Coast dispute — preliminary to going to court 
to get an injunction to stop the strike —mentioned 
reservations about use of the law. 
The board observed. "Fear has been expressed ... that 
heightened government actions at this point w ill inhibit the 
parties in resolving their differences.” 
Harry Bridges International Longshoremen's and Ware­ 
housemen s Union. representing the West Coast dockers, 
boycotted the presidential board, contending that no 
national emergency existed because the strikers had 
continued to load and unload military cargoes. 
In the eight other instances where the Taft-Hartley has 
been used in a dock strike, in only one case was the dispute 
settled during the cooling oft period —and that just before 
the 80-day injunction expired. 
In all the others, the strikes resumed. In fact, most of the 
time, the hard bargaining did not come until after the 
injunction expired. 
The opposing parties know that once used, the Taft- 
Hartley law loses its sting Come what may. after 80 days 
the injunction comes off The cooling off period cannot be 
renewed or extended. It is a one-time weapon in the hands 
of the President. 
The last 20 of the 80 days are supposed to be devoted to 
getting final position statements from the opposing parties 
and putting a hnal offer from employers to a vote hv 
workers. 


More often than not. that has been an exercise in futility 
with the government sometimes not even bothering to 
submit the final offer tor a vote, because ot the certainty of 
rejection, 
The fact is. if a dispute is so bitter that only an economic 


struggle will settle it. the Taft-Hartlev cooling oft period 
merelv gives one >ide or another — som etim es both — a 
breather to resume the light after the injunction expires. 
When renewed, the lights frequently have had an element 
of bitterness which did not exist before: Government use ot 
a back-to-work order 
Occasionally the Taft-Hartley Act has seemed to be 
successful in bringing on settlements during cooling off 
periods Those involved in the negotiations have said that it 
i' mostly illusory 
that the negotiators probably were on 
the brink ot agreement anyway and would have ended the 
dispute w ithout Taft-Hartley interference. 
That u.is said to have been the case in the 1959-1960 steel 
striki 
It went on lor about six months before President 
Dw ight I) Kisenhower invoked the law to get a court order, 
directing iht1 men back to work By that time, both sides 
were worn out 
There were some reports an agreement was near just as 
the injunction was invoked W hether the injunction actually 
delaved a settlement will never be known. 
But the 
negotiations then stretched out tor almost the entire 
injunction period, and the dispute was settled just before 
tin strike could have been resumed 
Onlv once before has the Taft-Hartley Act been used 
against West Coast dock workers That was in 1948, one 
\ear after the law 
was passed, when there was a 
widespread maritime strike involving several unions, and 
affecting almost all the nation s seaports. 
The day that the 8li-day cooling oft period ended, the West 
Coast longshoremen walked oft their jobs It took alm ost 
three months more — long after the Taft-Hartley injunction 
had expired 
to settle that one.

Bobby Moore: better thanOJ?

EUGENE, Ore.—(NEA)—The running back looks the 
part. He is 6 feet 2 inches tall—“ Six-two and a half,” he 
tells you, standing stiff-back erect. He weighs 212 tapered 
pounds, husky around the chest, thick in the thighs. He 
is fast—a 4.4-seconds time for 40 yards puts him almost 
in Bobby Hayes’ class. And the low-cut white football 
shoes he wears add to the illusion of a blur. He runs 
with the canniness picked up in three years of varsity 
football against the very best — Nebraska, Stanford, 
Texas. 
Bobby Moore is something special. He has clickety- 
clacked the computers of every pro scouting system to 
their highest calibrations. Unless one of the pro teams is 
desperate for a quarterback, he will likely be the first 
player chosen in the draft of college talent for next sea­ 
son. 
Meanwhile, he is on the verge of breaking every school 
record at the University of Oregon for carrying and catch­ 
ing a football. Barring injury, he’s a cinch All-American 
choice. 
And yet the most attention Bobby Moore ever received 
came from the one game he didn’t play at Oregon. It was 
last November when he was suspended from the squad 
for a week. Ostensibly the cause was missing practice. 
It was more than that. 
Bobby’s not reluctant to tell the story: 
“I was feeling low after the Washington game i which 
the Ducks had lost on a last-minute field goal after Bobby 
had caught one touchdown pass and thrown for another). 
I decided to go home to Tacoma, but going back to school 
I stopped to see Lew in Portland. 
<The former Lew Alcindor, now Kareem Abdul Jabbar, 
was there to play pro basketball with the Milwaukee 
Bucks.) 
“ Later, seven of us were around town fooling around. 
We threw a baby carriage out on the freeway. It was a 
crazy thing. The cops came. The other six guys all ran. 
I stayed. They got me.” 
The story made the wire services. Moore missed the 
Ducks’ next game. Brought to court, he was released 
with a warning. 
“ It helped me,” he says now, with a soft smile. “ It 
made me morally strong. I got so much publicity and 
kept hearing about it that I realized, ‘Hey, I can’t do these 
kinds of things any more.’ ” 
He can’t if he wants to maximize his football talent and 
cash in, the way O. J. Simpson did. Bobby’s in that class. 
After Oregon lost at Stanford early this season, an as­ 
sistant coach for the winners, Bill Moultrie, came up to 
Moore in the dressing room. “ I want you to know,” he 
said with a tap on Bobby’s shoulders, “ you’re the best 
I’ve ever seen here.” 
Better than O. J ? “That’s what I m eant,” said Moul­ 
trie later. “ He can do it all, and he’s bigger.” 
Some backs just step on the field, and you can tell 
they’re something special. Bobby’s one of them. He has 
the instinctive glide and bounce of the great runner, stuff 
you can’t teach. He has the style of Lenny Moore when 
he ran for the Baltimore Colts When the field opens up 
and he has to accelerate, Bobby goes whoosh. Now. 
The “ now” quality carries over into his personality. He 
has an Afro hair style like the top of a mushroom. He has 
liquid brown eyes and a quick smile. He was married his 
first year at school, fathered a child, then split with his 
wife They’re together again, and he thinks they might 
remarry after Christmas because there’s no doubt in

Review needed 


The Record's aim is to present facts in its 
news columns and opinions in its editorial 
columns. 


A committee review of the relationships 
between 
city 
administrator 
and 
City 
Council with department heads has been 
approved by the City Council and is 
currently underway. 
The 
recent 
termination of 
Nicholas 
Bevilacqua, city community development 
director, 
has obviously 
prompted 
the 
action which was requested by the newly- 
formed Citizens For Responsible Govern­ 
ment committee. 
We feel that the review is a proper one. 
It is apparent from the rumblings heard 
throughout the community thai an airing 
of the issue is necessary. 
We support, as most citizens do, the 
representative 
form 
of 
government 
through our City Council: A few years ago. 


as concerns department head appoint­ 
ments and tenure, the authority was taken 
from City Council to concern itself with 
such appointments and tenure, and given 
solely 
to 
the 
city 
adm inistrator. 
Previously, the city administrator could 
only act in these areas with approval ol 
Council. 
it is our belief that department heads, 
skilled in their responsibilities, must be 
able to have complete rapport with elected 
representatives without fear or lavor. On 
the other hand, we recognize that a single 
administrative authority must exist in the 
form of a city administrator. 
It is this specific area which needs 
review.

The House of Representatives has 
passed (by a very wide margin,

It is 
not easy to project the consequences 
of this Amendment, if it should get 
through the Senate and through the 
States, which is one reason why 
there is talk about a possible Senate 
filibuster against it.

discrimination until

women? 
And so on. But, understandably, it 
will be difficult to find the senators 
who will step forward, because the 
feminists are quite prepared to say 
— “That man is a sexual fascist ", 
rather than, That man believes the 
proposed Amendment would make 
bad law *. 
No doubt, ten 
years hence. Senator Jones w ill be 
disqualified for a position on the 
Supreme Court, on the grounds that 
in the early seventies he showed 
himself

Meandering with Jackson 
Deserving 


Many words have been written in 
this newspaper during 
the past 
months and years about the very 
excellent 
out-of-school 
athletic 
programs conducted in our town by 
interested and concerned adults. 
That is. programs involving the boys 
ol the community. You know, Babe 
Ruth 
Baseball, 
L ittle 
League 
Baseball, and now youth football. 
But very little has been said about 
a program tor young girls carried on 
almost singlehandedly during the 
past three or four years by one 
dedicated man ot our Valley. 
The program oper­ 
ates under the name 
of 
Lompoc Valley 
Track Club, and the 
driving force behind 
it is Maurv Sipes, 
presently a teacher 
at Hapgood School, 
and 
formerly 
i n v o l v e d 
w i t h 
athletics at Cabrillo 
High School. 
Few people whom I have known 
have contributed as much time and 
money to insure the success ot any­ 
thing as Maury has to get his girls' 
cross-countrv and track program off 
the ground and operating smoothly. 
He spends between 35 and 40 hours 
weekly in coaching the youngsters in 
his charge, and provides in addition, 
transportation to and from meets. 
Last year, Maury even took a 
leave ot absence from his teaching 
chores to devote tull time to his 
favorite project. He was determined 
to see that the Lompoc Valley Track 


Club 
moved 
from 
a 
vulnerable 
embryo stage into a viable organi­ 
zation. From all appearances, he 
has succeeded. 
Maury admits, though, that the 
battle is not entirely won. He has 
scheduled his girls into ten cross­ 
country 
m eets, 
including 
the 
district, state and national meets. 
He hopes to send several girls to 
Portland. Oregon, for the National 
Junior A All Girls Cross-Country, 
and several others to Cleveland. 
Ohio, tor the National Seniors Meet. 
Then in the spring of next v^ar. he 
hopes to be able to do the same in 
track. 
And. of course, all this takes 
money 
— 
money 
which neither 
Maury or his girls have at present. 
The club is conducting a campaign 
at this time in an effort to raise the 
necessary funds to carry out this 
ambitious schedule. An appeal is 
being made also to the various 
service and fraternal organizations 


in the Valley for help. Maury figures 
that he will need about $2,000 to 
$2,500 to provide tor the entire 
program. 
Some of the money comes directly 
from 
the 
parents 
of 
the 
girls 
involved, as an annual membership 
fee of somewhere around $60 is 
charged each girl. But this money 
goes only so far. and doesn t include 
taking any girls to the national 
meets, or any of the state or district 
meets. Money for this purpose must 
be raised some other way. 
Many of us. perhaps, will not be 
asked by any of the girls to buy a 
ticket, and many of us are not 
members of the service clubs which 
will be helping this program. But 
that should not prevent us from 
helping. Private contributions are 
also welcomed, and can be made 
directly to the Lompoc Valley Track 
Club. 131 Deneb. 
It s a worthy program and is 
deserving ot our financial support.
